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WANTED:    A   BETTER   BRAKE. 

Editor  L.  A.  W.  Bulletix  : 

The  recent  article  in  the  Bulletin,  by  C. 
Francis  Jenkins,  regarding  brakes  on  bicycles, 
expresses  the  opinions  of  but  a  certain  class  of 
riders,  as  a  rule,  belonging  to  the  low  handlebar 
scorchers.  The  new  class  of  riders  that  have 
taken  to  the  wheel  by  the  thousands,  together 
with  that  portion  of  the  old  class,  who  ride  for 
cotnfort  and  pleasure,  are  calling  loudly  for  some 
efficient  brake.  The  writer  has  been  a  rider  since 
the  days  of  the  old  ordinarj- :  the  last  two  years  I 
have  ridden  without  a  brake  and  although  I  can 
back  pedal  any  hill  I  can  climb,  I  do  not  like  to : 
it  strains  the  rider  and  causes  more  sore  muscles 
than  the  same  amount  of  hill  climbing.  This  is 
the  verdict  of  the  larger  part  of  the  riders  I  have 
come  in  contact  with. 

Braking  with  the  foot  is  not  desirable,  as  the 
feet  shotild  be  on  the  pedals  in  all  trv'ing  places. 
The   dispensing  of  brakes  from   wheels  was    not 


called  for  by  the  riders,  but  b)-  the  manufacturers 
to  lighten  the  wheel,  and  save  possible  iniury  to 
the  tires ;  therefore,  it  has  been  almost  impossi- 
ble to  get  a  light  wheel  the  last  two  seasons 
equipped  with  a  brake. 

A  fortune  awaits  the  inventor  or  manufacturer 
who  will  place  upon  the  market  a  good,  light, 
hand  brake,  that  can  be  applied  to  anj-  wheel  and 
will  not  act  as  a  grindstone  upon  the  tire.

THAT  TIRED  FEELING. 

Editor  L.  A,  W,  Bulletin: 

The  fatigue  complained  of  by  L,  A,  W.,  66,882 
in  Bulletin  for  July  12,  may  be  due  to  the  fast 
pedaling  necessarj-  to  maintain  a  speed  of  even 
ten  miles  an  hour,  for  fifty-six  is  by  no  means  a 
high  gear.  Or  his  machine  ma}-  be  hard  running, 
in  which  case  any  gear  would  be  high.  Or  some 
of  the  bearings  may  be  too  tight.  Or  the  tires  may 
be  too  small.  Or  worse  still,  it  may  need  cleaning. 
If  he  would  run  gasoline  through  the  bearings  till 
it  comes  out  clean,  soak  the  chain  in  gasoline  for 
several  hours,  and  then  soak  it  in  good  lubricating 
oil  over  night  he  would  find  that  his  machine 
would  run  easier  even  if  he  is  fifty-three  and  in 
clined  to  corpulence.     A  high  grade  bicycle  is  a 
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delicate  piece  of  machinery  which,  if  neglected,  is 
apt  to  make  the  rider  tired. 

The  hills  in  this  region  are  from  one  to  two  and 
a  half  miles  long  and  from  two  hundred  to  four  hun- 
dred feet  high,  and  yet  I  ride  them  on  a  sixty-six  and 
one-half  gear,  although  I  weigh  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  pounds  and  am  not  a  spring  chicken  by  any 
means.  I  am  even  seriously  thinking  of  changing 
to  a  seventy  gear  ;  but  then  I  clean  chain  and 
bearing  at  least  once  a  month.

HOW   TO    KICK. 

Editor  L.  A.  W.  Bulletin  ; 

I  have  just  been  reading  the  communication  of 
No.  58,486,  which  you  have  entitled  "  One  of 
Many."  But  why  should  it  be  one  of  many  ?  I 
have  been  told  by  your  predecessor  that  the  L.  A. 
W.  has  done  its  whole  duty  and  you  have  often 
assured  the  members  that  they  are  getting  their 
full  dollar's  worth.  There  must  be  something 
illogical  in  all  this ;  let  us  have  an  explanation. 

While  you  are  preparing  to  demonstrate  that 
the  L.  A.  W.  is  and  must  be  all  right,  at  least  as 
long  as  Abbot  Bassett  is  its  secretary,  let  me  sug- 
gest one  or  two  things  for  the  consideration  of 
No.  58,486  and  others  like  him.  First,  unless  he 
is  willing  to  do  something  more  than  write  a  com- 
munication to  the  Bulletin,  things  will  go  on  just 


as  he  has  described  them.  Why  should  they  not  ? 
At  the  155th  street  station  of  that  railroad  there 
is  no  provision  for  delivering  baggage ;  there  is 
very  little  to  deliver  and  that  little  is  carried 
down  on  a  special  car  on  the  elevated  to  W.  53d 
street.  If  No.  58,486  does  not  wish  to  carry  a 
wheel  down  from  the  elevated  at  155th  street,  he 
will  have  to  see  that  the  railroad  officials  carry 
his  weeel  down  to  W.  53d  street  and  deliver  it  at 
that  point  or  else  he  will  have  to  leave  the  train  a 
mile  sooner  at  the  station  below  the  High  Bridge. 
I  presume,  next,  that  if  No.  58,486  should  go  to 
the  railroad  officials  with  his  own  complaint,  they 
would  tell  him  that  he  was  the  only  cyclist  who 
had  complained  to  them  and  that  they  could  not 
be  expected  to  alter  their  rules  for  his  personal 
convenience.  Consequently,  No.  58,486  ought  to 
do  as  I  suggested ;  join  with  me  in  getting  to- 
gether a  lot  of  cyclists  with  grievances  and  see 
what  can  be  done.  I  have  taken  no  small  amount 
of  trouble  personally  in  securing  my  rights  and 
wherever  an  individual  complaint  can  be  reme- 
died, I  have  succeeded ;  and,  in  one  instance,  I 
did  secure  the  future  free  carriage  of  wheels  on  an 
European  line  of  packet  boats,  but  that  was  an 
occasion  when  I  had  the  time.  On  the  whole, 
No.  58,486  and  others  may  rest  assured  that  if  he 
does  nothing  but  write,  it  will  be  like  the  English- 
man's growl  in  the  Times,  a  relief  for  surcharged 
feelings  and  nothing  more.

And  yet  that  is  all  there  is  to  it  and  all  there 
need  be  to  it. 

Do  away  with  class  B,  Mr.  Whitney  ?  Why,  of 
course,  and  while  we  are  about  it  let  us  do  away 
with  classes  A  and  C. 

Let  us  call  them  simply  racing  men,  and  then 
see  to  it  that  they  act  like  men  or  take  the  alterna- 
tive and  get  off  the  track. 

Does  any  one  think  less  of  Arthur  Zimmerman 
because  he  earned  a  lot  of  money  by  riding  a  bicy- 
cle in  France  ? 

How  about  Harry  Wheeler  ?  Weren't  they  both 
gentlemen  in  the  first  place?  And  that  is  why 
they  are  gentlemen  now  because  they  are  built 
that  way. 

But  they  can't  race  at  the  same  time  on  the 
same  track  with  a  class  A  or  even  a  class  B  man.

"  Finds  tongues  in  trees,  books  in  the  running  brooks, 
Sermons  in  stones,  and  good  in  everything." 

But  when  all  those  tongues  are  telling  of  the 
miseries  of  suffering  humanity  and  the  patent 
medicine  panaceas  therefor,  and  all  the  sermons 
relate  to  the  good  qualities  of  somebody's  soap, 
or  blacking  or  tobacco,  the  effect  lacks  much  of 
the  ineffable  charm  which  it  should  naturally 
possess.

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WHAT   WE   OWE   TO   RACING. 

BY    GEO.    D.    GIDEON. 

It  may  never  have  occurred  to  you  that  you 
owe  a  duty  to  the  racing  department  of  the  League 
of  American  Wheelmen.  In  joining  the  League 
you  assume  a  responsibility  to  familiarize  yourself 
with  all  the  rules  of  the  League,  racing  and  other- 
wise, and  place  yourself  thus  in  a  position  to  dif- 
fuse this  knowledge  among  the  wheelmen  of  your 
immediate  vicinity. 

Wheelmen  are  constantly  throughout  the  coun- 
try violating  our  rules  through  ignorance.  Pro- 
fessionals are  made  by  the  county  fairs,  of  men 
who  have  no  wish  to  make  a  business  of  racing. 
Sanctions  are  not  asked  for  and  the  riders  are  sub- 
sequently barred  from  track  racing.  This  could 
be  avoided  by  your  aid.  Remember  the  cardinal 
principles  in  racing :  a  man  may  not  compete  under 
any  circumstances  for  cash  or  with  any  one  who  has 
been  declared  a  p7-ofessional  without  becoming  also  a 
professional  and  a  sanction  must  in  all  cases  be  obtained 
for  a  single  event  or  a  complete  meet. 

Promulgate  these  facts.  When  you  hear  of  a 
race  to  take  place  for  cash  prizes,  either  person- 
ally warn  intending  competitors,  or  cause  to  be 
published  in  the  local  paper  a  warning. 

It  is  also  your  duty  to  discourage  road  racing 
in  every  way  possible,  as  an  illegal  practice  and 
against  the  principles  of  the  L.  A.  W. 

If  you  race,  an  obligation  rests  upon  you  to 
familiarize  yourself  with  all  the  amateur,  general 
and  track  rules,  and  to  render  a  courteous  and 
ready  acquiescence  to  all  the  provisions  contained 
therein. 

Remember  that  rules  of  the  L.  A.  W.  govern  all 
cycle  racing  in  the  United  States,  amateur  and 
professional,  and  a  violation  will  make  you  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  for  same.  You  7ieed  not  be 
a  member  of  the  League  to  be  liable  to  said  penalty. 

It  is  your  duty  to  report  to  us  for  action  any 
violation  of  rules  you  become  cognizant  of,  and  if 
you  will  at  all  times  feel  free  to  write  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Board  (see  addresses  on  inside 
cover  of  book  of  racing  rules)  on  any  subject 
about  which  you  are  in  douht,  our  best  efforts  will 
be  exerted  in  any  direction  that  will  aid  you. 

A  copy  of  the  racing  rules  will  be  sent  on  appli- 
cation, accompanied  by  stamp,  to  any  member  of 
the  board.  The  board  is  anxious  and  willing  to 
see  full  justice  rendered  to  all,  but  it  will  be 
greatly  aided  by  a  more  complete  understanding 
of  the  rules.

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The  editors  of  this  paper,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  second  associate,  drink  milk. 
Not  malted  milk,  but  just  ordinary,  plain,  seven- 
cent  milk.  We  do  not  hanker  for  beer,  but  we 
know  of  many  equally  reputable  people  who  do 
like  beer  and  even  take  it  with  their  meals  as  we 
take  milk,  or  from  a  bottle  as  we  did  take  milk  but 
a  few  short  years  ago. 

The  gentleman  who  sends  this  protest  pays 
twenty-five  cents  for  fifty-two  issues  of  the  Bulle- 
tin ;  should  he  wish  to  buy  an  equal  amount  of 
white  paper  of  the  same  quality  it  would  cost  him 
nearly  double  that  amount,  not  to  mention  the 
numerous  other  expenses  incident  to  the  completed 
paper  delivered  at  his  door  for  a  year.  In  the 
natural  order  of  things  the  additional  amount 
must  come  from  the  sale  of  advertising  space,  the 
responsibility  of  obtaining  the  necessary  income 
from  somewhere  and  of  regularly  issuing  the 
paper,  is  upon  the  publisher.  The  L.  A.  W.  not 
being  directly  accountable. 

We  hope  our  friends  will  always  feel  free  to 
offer  any  suggestions  which  may  occur  to  them. 
Many  of  the  improvements  which  have  been  made 
in  the  Bulletin  were  due  to  these  letters  of  criti- 
cism. 

In  view  of  above  facts,  however,  it  will  be  obvi- 
ous to  the  thoughtful  reader  that  the  final  decision 
on  what  shall  or  shall  not  be  done  must  rest  with 
somebody,  and  that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with 
human  experience  to  allow  that  distinction  to  fall 
upon  the  man  who  has  to  pay  the  bills. 

We  have  also  been  criticised  for  printing  some 
verses  (July  12,  page  10),  entitled  "Deacon 
Easy's  Opinion."  As  so  well  expressed  by  our 
associate  editor,  the  deacon's  opinion  was  that 
perhaps  after  all  God  in  his  mercy  might  find 
some  more  humane  use  for  people  than  to  burn 
them  eternally  for  having  used  the  tendencies 
which  He  had  given  them. 

We  were  very  glad  to  print  this  little  thing 
because  it  seemed  to  be  in  the  line  of  human 
development.  The  modern  process  of  cremation 
burns  all  that  is  combustible  of  the  human  body 
in  a  few  hours,  and  had  the  person  been  placed  in 
the  retort  alive,  consciousness  would  have  been 
lost  during  the  first  few  moments,  leaving  only 
what  has  been  contemptously  referred  to  as 
"earthly  clay." 

For  hundreds  of  years  it  had  been  impressed 
upon  the  ignorant  masses  that  at  death  the  "  com- 
bustible should  put  on  incombustibility  "  and  that 
a  good  God  who  was  referred  to  in  one  breath  as 
"merciful,"  "kind,"  "all  wise,"  "loving,"  etc.,  was 
credited  in  the  next  breath  by  the  same  teachers 
as  having  a  plan  to  roast  for  all  eternity  anybody 
who  thought  he  couldn't  do  it,  especially  if  they 
said  so  publicly. 

Of  late  years,  however,  intelligence  is  fast  tak- 
ing the  place  of  ignorance  and  people  are  com- 
ing to  know  that  nobody  does  know  and  that  each 
man   has   an  equal  right  to  do  his  own  guessing. 


That  God  is  probably  at  least  as  kind  and  humane 
as  human  beings  are,  and  that  man's  mind  and 
conscience  were  given  him  for  use.  In  view  of 
this  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  "hell's  playin' 
out  "  and  the  people  are  being  made  happier  and 
better  because  of  its  disappearance  from  the  minds 
of  men. 

I  believe  that  true  happiness  can  only  be  had 
by  doing  right.  Not  some  unreasonable  thing 
that  some  one  else  says  is  right,  but  those  things 
which  square  up  with  one's  own  conscience  and 
which  we  would  be  willing  to  have  "  done  unto  us."

YACHT  RACING. 

As  seen  by  a  landhibber. 

1  I  f^l'L'Ej  in  New  York  last  week,  I  was  in- 
11/  vited  to  join  a  party  and  sail  down  to 
^^  Sandy  Hook  to  see  the  first  trial  race  be- 
tween the  yachts  Defender  and  Vigilant. 

The  chief  consul  of  that  snug  little  division  was 
also  invited,  and  the  invitations  came  from  "  Ned" 
Oliver  (it  would  insult  him  to  call  him  Edwin). 
Potter  declined  because  he  was  too  busy  sending 
in  new  names,  and  I  because  I  expected  to  leave 
town  the  day  before  the  race.  We  got  to  think- 
ing it  over,  however,  and  decided  to  go,  but  not 
on  Oliver's  yacht. 

As  this  is  intended  for  readers  who  live  on  the 
land  it  might  be  well  to  explain  that  a  yacht  is 
similar  to  a  ship,  except  that  it  is  owned  by  some 
bicycle  manufacturer  or  other  aristocrat,  and  is 
intended  as  a  means  of  spending  money,  instead 
of  attempting  to  earn  money  as  a  ship  does. 

These  yachts  are  moved  by  the  wind,  and  in  or- 
der to  get  more  speed  than  would  result  from 
allowing  the  wind  to  simply  blow  against  the  boat, 
they  have  attached  to  them  in  various  ways  large 
pieces  of  cloth  called  sails.  As  the  wind  doesn't 
always  blow  the  way  they  want  to  get,  they  some- 
times go  cornerwise  of  it  and  this  tends  to  push 
the  yacht  over  on  its  side  in  a  very  unpleasant 
fashion. 

Potter  knew  about  this  tendency  and  imparted 
the  information  to  me  confidentially,  so  we  agreed 
to  go  on  a  steamboat.  At  the  proper  time  we 
went  down  to  the  water's  edge  to  get  on  the  steam- 
boat and  found  that  about  a  thousand  like-minded 
people  had  got  there  ahead  of  us. 

A  large  man  stood  up  on  some  logs  and  kept 
"hollering  "  to  the  people  not  to  hurry.  He  said 
the  last  man  on  board  would  get  a  silk  coat,  so 
Potter  and  I  decided  to  try  for  the  coat,  for  the 
weather  was  hot,  jiery. 

Presently  after  several  hundred  had  gone  on 
board,  the  large  man  said  there  were  still  lots  of 
choice  seats  left  around  the  smoke  stack,  which 
caused  us  to  forget  the  silk  coat  and  join  in  the 
crush  to  get  away  from  the  fiery  furnace. 

Finally  we  got  down  to  the  starting  point  and 
saw  a  lot  of  boats,  two  of  which  seemed  larger  and 
whiter  than  the  others,  and  these  we  were  told  were 
the  much  talked  of  "  Defender  "  and  "  Vigilant." 

They  were  just  ready  to  cross  the  "  line."  This 
line  is  not  like  the  tape  which  the  bicycle  rider 
crosses,  but  is  simply  an  imaginary  line  over  which 
the  judges  "  sight  "  from  one  "  stake  boat  "  to  an- 
other. 

A  cannon  was  fired  and  everybody  said  "they're 
off." 

In  bicycle  racing  each  rider  tries  to  get  behind 
someone  else  who  shall  relieve  him  of  the  air  press- 
ure, while  in  yacht  racing  each  one  tries  to  get  all 
the  air  pressure  possible  -a^d  to  keep' -it  off  the 
other. 
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Directly  everybody  yelled,  "  the  '  Defender  '  is 
going  about  on  a  tack."  As  a  bicycle  man  I  nat- 
urally shuddered  at  the  thought  of  it,  but  it  seems 
that  a  tack  doesn't  worry  a  sailor  as  it  does  a 
rider. 

Meanwhile,  the  "  Vigilant  "  "  broke  out  "  her 
"main  topsul."  In  speaking  of  this  to  Potter,  I 
called  it  a  "top  sail,"  and  then  everybody  within 
hearing  looked  at  me  with  such  a  pitying  expres- 
sion that  I  decided  hereafter  to  keep  mum  or  fol- 
low suit. 

So  I  asked  Potter,  who  is  quite  a  sailor,  to  sit 
down  and  tell  me  everything  he  knew. 

Now  Potter  hasn't  a  selfish  hair  in  his  head  and 
he  freely  consented  to  act  as  my  "  guide  to  nauti- 
cal terms." 

I  learned  that  yachts  not  only  go  about  on  tacks 
but  they  go  right  into  the  "  teeth  of  the  wind." 
This  is  quite  different  from  bicycles,  which  always 
run  on  their  gums.  Yachts  which  "  stand  up  like 
a  house  "  and  "  point  well  "  are  supposed  to  be 
preferable  to  those  which  "heel  "  too  much. 

I  am  told  that  both  of  these  yachts  are  strictly 
class  A.     Anyhow,  they  didn't  seem  to  be  heeled. 

Finally,  one  of  the  boats  got  to  the  turning 
point  ahead  of  the  other.  I  didn't  know  which 
one  it  was,  but  in  this  respect  I  was  as  well  off  as 
anybody  on  our  craft. 

Something  went  wrong  with  the  "gaff,"  what- 
ever that  is,  and  one  of  the  boats,  I  don't  know 
which,  had  to  "lay  to."  An  old  yachtsman  said 
this  was  a  disadvantage,  but  he  didn't  say  why. 
Probably  it  was  the  intention  to  have  them  lay 
one  apiece. 

When  they  turned  toward  home  they  "  broke 
out  "  their  "  spinnakers  "  and  set  their  "  club  top- 
suls  "  and  everything  else  in  the  way  of  "white 
goods,"  and  started  for  New  York.  As  the)'  passed 
us  we  took  a  good  look  at  them  and  it  was  well 
we  did  for  we  haven't  seen  them  since. 

Potter  and  I  went  down  into  the  basement  to 
see  what  was  the  reason  our  boat  didn't  keep  up, 
and  we  were  gravely  informed  by  a  very  florid 
man  who  was  covered  with  perspiration,  except 
around  the  lower  part  of  his  waist  where  he  was 
covered  with  a  red  flannel  shirt,  that  the  trouble 
was  with  the  passengers.  He  said  they  all  insisted 
on  being  at  one  side  of  the  boat  and  that  left  one 
of  the  paddle  wheels  in  the  air,  and  yet,  we  said, 
the  yachts  which  are  running  away  from  us,  de- 
pend entirely  on  air.  This  horny  handed  son  of 
Ireland  simply  looked  at  us  in  disgust  and  went 
on  shoveling  coal,  but  it  was  no  use.  We  heard 
that  evening  that  the  "  Defender  "  won  by  nearly 
three  minutes. 

It  was  a  delightful  day,  and  as  one  of  the  New 
York  papers  expressed  it,  "there  were  little  white 
frills  on  the  waves,  like  white  trimmings  to  a 
woman's  blue  gown."  I  think  I  must  be  color 
blind.  Everybody  talks  about  the  "ocean  blue," 
but  it  always  looked  green  to  me. 

One  little  incident  of  the  trip  served  to  illustrate 


the  great  advantages  which  the  chief  consul  of 
New  York  has  over  most  people  and  made  me  see 
why  a  New  York  wheelman  always  joins  the 
League. 

The  steamer  carried  more  people  than  camp 
chairs,  and  when  we  came  to  make  the  customary 
grab  I  got  one  which  was  defective.  The  tacks 
had  pulled  through  the  carpet.  After  sitting  on 
it  awhile  it  let  me  down,  and  I  abandoned  it  and 
stood  up,  leaning  against  the  smokestack.  Pres- 
ently an  eager  looking  man  came  along,  discovered 
the  disabled  stool,  and  by  means  of  a  tack  puller 
and  wrench  which  he  had  in  his  pocket,  redrove 
the  tacks  and  made  the  stool  fit  to  use.  I  had 
watched  the  process  interestedly,  but  took  it  for 
granted  that  the  stool  belonged  to  the  man  who  had 
fixed  it.  But  Potter  said,  no,  it  was  my  stool  all 
the  time  and  the  fixer  had  no  claim  on  it.  Just 
then  another  stool  near  by  (or  perhaps /;(7/7/ by 
would  be  a  better  word,  for  it  was  a  wooden  topped 
one)  was  left  empty,  and  as  I  couldn't  use  both 
there  was  an  end  of  what  for  a  moment  promised 
to  be  an  interesting  question  of  law.  I  don't  know 
what  the  result  of  it  might  have  been,  but  I  do 
know  that  I  had  a  long  way  the  best  of  it,  so  far 
as  legal  advice  went.

FLIES   AND   MOSQUITOES. 

After  long  and  impatient  research  we  have  made 
a  discovery  which  ought  to  be  worth  something. 
We  haven't  yet  worked  it  out  to  a  perfectly  har- 
monized ideal,  but  the  main  underlying  principles 
are  fully  discovered. 

Who  has  not  tried  to  sleep  and  been  prevented 
by  either  flies  or  mosquitoes  and  who  under  those 
circumstances  wouldn't  hail  with  gratitude  un- 
speakable, any  sure  and  inexpensive  relief. 

And  we  can  offer  just  that.

THROUGH   WESTCHESTER  COUNTY   BY 
WHEEL.

1  I  ^ESTCHESTER  County,  N.Y.,  has  long 
\j»J  been  famous  for  its  charming  scenery,  its 
numerous  hills  and  dales,  its  pleasant 
woodlands  and  streams,  and  its  picturesque  villas 
and  farm-houses.  These  conditions,  together  with 
its  accessibility  to  New  York  city,  make  it  a 
delightful  country  to  wheel  through.  The  roads 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  are  in  superb  condi- 
tion, but  there  are  places  where  there  is  great 
room  for  improvement. 

The  writer  has  found  the  ride  to  White  Plains, 
then  over  to  Rye  on  Long  Island  Sound,  and 
down  the  shore  road  home,  to  be  a  most  enjoyable 
one,  the  distance  being  about  sixty-five  miles. 

It  was  on  the  Fourth  of  July  that  we  started, 
shortly  after  breakfast,  and  proceeded  through  the 
park  and  the  upper  part  of  the  city  to  the  Wash- 
ington Bridge,  and  from  thence  up  Featherbed 
lane  and  McComb's  Dam  road  to  the  Fordham 
Landing  road,  where,  turning  right,  we  spun  on  to 
Fordham,  where  is  situated  Saint  John's  College, 
one  of  the  largest  Roman  Catholic  institutions  of 
the  kind  in  this  country.  Passing  the  Fordham 
station,  we  keep  on  by  the  way  of  Pelham  avenue 
across  the  Bronx  river,  past  the  entrance  to  Bronx 
Park  to  Bronxdale,  where,  at  White  Plains  road, 
we  turn  to  the  left  and  follow  the  ti-olley  tracks 
through  Williamsbridge  and  Woodlawn,  where 
the  cemetery  of  that  name,  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  beautiful  of  those  situated  in  the  vicinity  of 
New  York,  is  located.  Keeping  on  the  same  road, 
we  pass  through  Wakefield  and  arrive  at  Mount 
Vernon. 

Thus  far  we  have  found  the  roads  in  very  good 
condition,  but  the  section  through  which  we  have 
passed  is  now  in  a  transition  stage,  changing  from 
country  to  city  and  consequently  is  not  particu- 
larly interesting.  From  now  on,  however,  it 
becomes  very  much  more  attractive. 

On  entering  Mount  Vernon,  in  order  to  avoid  a 
place  where  the  street  is  torn  up,  owing  to  the 


laying  of  car  tracks,  we  turn  right  into  Fourteenth 
avenue  and  from  thence  into  Second  street. 

Large  old  elms  on  either  side  of  the  street, 
meeting  overhead,  together  with  the  many  pretty 
little  suburban  cottages,  tend  to  make  this  part  of 
Mount  Vernon  particularly  attractive. 

Turning  into  Fourth  avenue,  the  principal  busi- 
ness street,  we  cross  the  New  Haven  railroad  cut 
and  ride  up  East  Lincoln  avenue  and,  following 
the  horse-car  tracks  through  Chester  Hill,  we 
strike  the  New  York  Post  Road  and  keep  on 
through  Tuckahoe,  Scarsdale,  Hartsdale,  and  all 
the  pretty  little  towns  on  the  .way  to  White  Plains. 

This  part  of  the  country  is  particularly  rich  in 
dairy  products,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
milk  supply  of  New  York  city  coming  from  here. 
There   is  a   train   on  the  Harlem   railroad   which

leaves  Chatham  in  the  evening  and  brings  into 
New  York  three  thousand  cans  of  milk  daily,  each 
can  containing  forty  quarts,  which  it  has  picked 
up  at  the  various  stations  along  the  road.  The 
annual  income  to  the  railroad  from  this  train  alone 
amounts  to  $600,000,  so  that  one  may  judge  of 
the  extent  of  this  important  industry. 

Arriving  at  White  Plains,  the  county  seat  of 
Westchester,  we  stop  at  the  Orawampum  House, 
the  L.  A.  W.  hotel,  for  dinner,  which,  by  the 
way,  is  excellent. 

The  history  of  the  town  dates  back  to  1683 
when  some  English  settlers  from  Greenwich  pur- 
chased from  the  Indians  a  tract  of  land  known  by 
them  as  Quarappas,  the  "White  Plains."  There 
was  some  dispute,  however,  in  regard  to  the  title 
of  this  land,  and  the  town  was  not  settled  until 
1730.  The  principal  event  in  the  history  of  the 
place  was  the  battle  fought  there  on  October  28, 
1776,  between  the  Continental  and  British  troops. 
The  larger  part  of  the  fighting  was  done  on  Chat- 
terton  Hill  to  the  west  of  the,  railroad.     Here  still 
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remains  a  part  of  the  earth- works  thrown  up  by 
the  Americans  during  the  battle,  known  as  the 
"  Mound,"  and  an  old  mortar  close  by  it,  'which 
one  should  not  fail  to  visit.  It  was  formerly  the 
custom  to  fire  off  the  old  mortar  on  the  Fourth  of 
July,  but  some  years  ago  it  was  abolished  as  it 
was  deemed  unsafe. 

There  is  also  a  monument  at  the  head  of  Rail-

road  avenue,  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  White 
Plains  soldiers  who  fell  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  village  itself  is  very  attractive.  The  inain 
street  consists  of  two  roadways  with  grass  between 
and  four  rows  of  fine  old  elms  arching  overhead. 
In  fact  all  the  streets  are  bordered  with  elms, 
which  makes  a  very  pleasing  visit. 

Leaving  the  Orawampum  House,  we  ride  up 
Railroad  avenue  to  the  end  and  at  the  soldiers' 
monuinent  turn  right  down  a  moderate  grade,  and, 
keeping  to  the  right,  spin  rapidly  along  over  six 
miles  of  the  finest  macadain  road  the  writer  has 
ever  ridden  on,  to  Rye,  passing  on  the  way  soine 
very  handsome  places,  the  principal  ones  being 
"  Ophir  Farm,"  the  summer  home  of  Hon. 
Whitelaw  Reid,  and  the  hoine  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Park. 

Passing  under  the  railroad  near  the  station,  we 
ride  down  the  inain  street  of  Rye  and  into  the 
Post  Road  where  fifty  years  ago  the  stages  ran 
daily  from  New  York  to  Boston. 

If  one  cares  to,  he  ma3'  follow  Milton  Road 
down  to  Rye  Beach  and  there  take  a  dip  in  the 
Sound,  or  he  inay  keep  on  down  the  Boston  Road 
to  New  York. 

The  pretty  little  ivy-covered,  stone,  Christ's 
Episcopal  Church  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  wealth- 
iest churches  in  this  country.  The  original  land 
grant  was  given  by  Queen  lAnne,   and  the  first 


church  building  was  erected  in  1695.  In  regard 
to  wealth  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  $100,000,000 
is  represented  in  the  congregation. 

Continuing  down  the  Boston  Road,  we  pass 
through  Harrison,  Maiiraroneck  and  Larchmont 
Manor,  all  pretty  little  towns  where  many  wealthy 
New  Yorkers  have  their  summer  hoiires,  and 
arrive  at  New  Rochelle,  a  town  of  some  import- 
ance, though  of  not  much  beauty.  Here  it  is 
better  to  leave  the  Post  Road  by  turning  to  the 
left  at  Center  avenue  and  then  following  Pelham 
avenue.  This  road  is  not  good  but  it  is  better 
than  the  Post  Road. 

Here  we  pass  Pelhain  Manor,  charmingly  situ- 
ated on  the  shoi'e  of  Pelham  Bay,  and  Traver's 
Island,  where  is  located  the  summer  home  of  the 
New  York  Athletic  Club,  and  reach  the  village  of 
Westchester.  If  one  is  not  too  tired  by  this  time, 
he  should  run  out  on  Throgg's  Neck  to  Fort 
Schuyler,  as  it  is  an  interesting  place  to  visit  and 
the  road  is  fine.  Crossing  the  bridge  in  West- 
chester we  continue  on  by  the  way  of  Westchester 
avenue  over  a  salt  inarsh  to  the  Southern  Boule- 
vard, where  we  turn  to  the  left  and  continue  over 
its  fine  new  macadam  surface  to  the  Harlem 
Bridge,  crossing  which  we  , proceed  down  Third 
avenue  and  through  129th  street  to  Fifth  avenue, 
where  we  strike  the  asphalt  and  continue  on  our 
way  homeward,  haying  spent  a  very  enjoyable  day. 


TACK-CATCHER  FOR  TIRES. 

An  Indianapolis  genius  has  invented  a  contri- 
vance which  he  calls  a  tack-catcher  for  bicycles. 
When  a  pneuinatic  tire  picks  up  a  tack  the  tack 
does  not  penetrate  very  deeply  at  first,  but  is 
forced  further  into  the  fabric  with  every  revolution 
of  the  wheel,  until  the  inner  tube  is  punctured. 
The  device  of  the  Indianapolis  man  to  prevent 
this  consists  of  a  curved,  comb-like  piece  of  metal 
anned  with  pointed  teeth  and  extending  backward 
froin  the  forks  of  the  machine,  close  to  the  surface 
of  the  tire.  These  teeth  are  intended  to  engage 
with  the  tack  as  soon  as  it  enters  the  tire  and 
extract  it.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

New  Roads  and  Road  Laws  in  the  United 
States.  By  Gen.  Roy  Stone,  vice-president  of  the 
National  League  for  Good  Roads,  and  LT.  S.  special 
agent  and  engineer  for  road  inquiry,  department 
of  agriculture.  Cloth,  200  pages,  $1.50.  D.  Van 
Nostrand  Company,  New  York.  This  book  is 
happily  designed  to  supply  the  demand  for  inform- 
ation relating  to  new  legislation  for  road  improve- 
ment and  the  working  of  that  legislation  ;  the  cost 
and  methods  of  road  construction  ;  the  effects  of 
road  improvement  where  it  has  been  accomplished. 
The  work  attempts  to  give  a  condensed  account 
of  recent  progress  in  American  road-making,  with 
details  of  examples  which  have  been  notably  suc- 
cessful, together  with  suggestions  for  legislation 
and   road    construction.     Nearly   a   score    of   full 


The  above  illustration  is  that  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Military  Academy  of  Highland  Park,  111. 

This  is  the  corps  which  recently  made  the  cross- 
country run  to  Springfield,  a  run  of  52S  miles,  just 
the  same  as  if  they  had  been  in  the  campaign.

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GOOD   ROADS   LITERATURE. 

The  people,  the  press  and  the  pulpit  are  all 
preaching  the  religion  of  humanity  as  it  applies  to 
good  roads.  The  amount  of  space  devoted  to  the 
discussion  of  this  subject  by  the  newspapers  and 
the  magazines  of  the  land  is  truly  remarkable. 
And  it  seems  the  more  so,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  it  was  but  a  few  years  ago  that  the  subject 
was  first  taken  up  in  a  general  way.  The  result 
of  this  earnest  and  widespread  dissemination  of 
the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  having  better 
public  highways  can  but  add  to  the  pleasure  and 
profit  of  living. 

There  is  no  intelligent  argument  to  be  raised 
against  road  improvement  when  the  work  is  done 
in  a  proper  and  methodical  way.  The  education 
that  has  been  needed  along  these  lines  is  now 
forthcoming.  Ably  written  documents  and  books 
on  the  subject  of  road  improvement  are  obtainable, 
and  from  them  the  newspapers  and  the  people  are 
gathering  the  knowledge  that  is  to  bring  about  the 
practical,  desired  results. 

The  man  who  stands  in  the  way  of  road  im- 
provement is  now  recognized  as  a  back-number, 
unprogressive  individual,  who  is  standing  in  his 
own  light  and  in  that  of  his  neighbors.  The  best 
interests  of  all  classes  will  be  best  served  by  pro- 
viding the  best  means  obtainable  for  getting  about. 

The  fogy  element  that  has  been  riding  in  the 
old  mud-road  hearse  should  now  become  up-to- 
date,  and  climb  into  the  band  wagon  of  better 
highways. 

POINTS   ON  ROAD   flAKINQ. 

Editor  L.  A.  W.  Bulletin  and  Good   Roads  : 

I  have  been  a  subscriber  to  the  Good  Road  Mag- 
azine almost  from  its  first  issue  and  also  a  League 
member  from  Genesee  County,  N.  Y.,  although  not 
a  rider  of  the  wheel,  am  an  advocate  of  road  iju- 
ptovement  and  we  all  are  indebted  to  the  wheelmen 
for  agitating  the  benefits  derived  from  good  roads. 
We  all  have  had  our  experiences  of  muddy  and 
bad  roads.  Some  time  ago  there  was  a  farmers' 
State  institute  held  in  Batavia,  and  one  of  the 
lecturers  gave  his  vieivs  on  roads  and  then  asked 
any  one  present  to  make  remarks.  I  stated  that 
in   this  county  they  drew  the  gravel  and  I  raked 


the  roads  in  June,  and  I  took  exceptions  to  it.  It 
was  a  good  time  to  haul  gravel,  or  crushed  stone, 
but  I  said  it  was  a  wrong  time  to  apply  it,  as  the 
road  bed  was  dry  and  it  would  remain  unpacked, 
until  wet  weather  ca7ne,  and  I  noticed  that  travel- 
lers invariably  avoided  the  gravel.  I  suppose 
some  one  would  take  an  opposite  view,  but  nothing 
was  said  against  my  assertioti  in  the  meeting. 

We  have  now  two  path  makers  in  my  neighbor- 
hood who  have  got  these  districts  of  roads  smooth 
and  loose  stones  picked  up,  and  they  concluded  to 
leave  the  road  good  for  the  summer  and  in  the 
fall  apply  the  gravel  when  the  travelers  will  be 
pleased  to  drive  on  /'/. 

Some  few  years  past,  we  had  an  open  winter, 
scarce  cold  enough  to  secure  ice,  and  I  drew  small 
stone  and  gravel  on  to  our  premises,  and  dumped 
it  into  the  muddy  places  and  it  was  a  success  in 
every  instance. ' 

In  old  times  farmers  had  an  idea  of  making  an 
embankment  in  the  road,  the  higher  the  better, 
width  not  considered (\\\x\Q^  they  called  turnpiking) 
and  for  one  year  afterwards  the  road  was  worse 
than  it  ever  was  before,  as  it  was  thrown  up  crude 
and  loose  and  took  water  and  puddling  to  pack  it. 

There  is  another  thing  I  have  noticed  in  a  roll- 
ing country  where  they  have  been  going  up  and 
down  steep  grades  for  a  century  or  more,  and 
whatever  hardness  you  have  in  a  road  bed  the  hill 
has  to  be  mounted,  with  an  immense  strain  of 
power.  Railroad  engineers  have  found  that  out, 
but  the  farmer  has  not  given  his  attention  to  it.

PRISON    LABOR   ON    ROADS. 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  before  the 
practical  prison  reformers  of  the  day,  is  to  provide 
profitable  employment  for  the  men  under  sentence. 
Idleness  is  bad  for  the  prisoner,  mentally,  morally, 
and  physically. 

The  Montreal  Star  suggests  one  way  to  get  good 
roads,  and  at  the  same  time  solve  the  question,  in 
the  following  article : 

"  Now,  why  not  empty  the  prisons  upon  the 
roads  ?  Not  in  any  way  or  in  any  place  that  will 
make  the  prisoners  feel  the  sting  of  disgrace.  To 
pillory  a  man  is  a  poor  way  to  reform  him.  The 
chief  end  of  the  modern  prison  system  must  not 
be  forgotten.  We  ought  to  graduate  citizens  and 
not  improved  criminals  from  our  gaols.  But  what 
better  way  to  bring  out  his  manhood  than  by  let- 
ting him  do  work  which  he  knows  to  be  useful  in 
the  open  air  in  a  quiet  country  district  where  he 
seldom  will  see  anyone  and  never  anyone  who 
knows  him  ?  Care  should  be  taken,  of  course,  in 
choosing  the  men  for  this  work.  It  will  not  be 
expedient  to  permit  every  prisoner  sufficient  lib- 
erty to  do  it  as  must  be  done  here.  We  can  have 
no  chain-gang  ignominy  about  it.  A  chance  to 
join  these  road-building  parties  might  be  made  a 
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reward  for  good  conduct ;  so  that  it  would  have  a 
double  beneficial  effect  —  one  in  the  men  who  go 
and  the  other  in  the  men  who  stay.  The  public- 
spirited  phase  of  the  scheme  would  appeal  to  some 
prisoners :  for  did  not  a  prisonful  down  in  New 
Brunswick  ask  leave  to  save  a  subscription  out  of 
their  rations  for  the  Newfoundland  sufferers? 
The  party  could  never  be  larger  than  the  gaol 
accommodation  in  the  immediate  neighborhood; 
and  the  fullest  care  must,  of  course,  be  taken,  to 
protect  the  people  from  so  much  as  the  fear  of 
trouble.  A  careful  selection  of  the  men  to  go 
would  help  to  render  this  part  of  the  task  easy. 
The  farmers  would  be  rewarded  with  better  roads  ; 
no  industry  would  be  interfered  with,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  the  marketing  of  the  farmer's  produce 
would  be  facilitated ;  the  prisoners  would  be 
hugely  benefited  in  every  way,  and  the  greatest 
bar  to  prison  reform  removed.  The  extra  cost,  if 
anything,  would  be  a  mere  bagatelle ;  and  as 
there  is  no  money  to  make  roads  with,  no  one 
could  object  that  men  outside  of  prisons  ought  to 
be  eiven  the  work. 


"  WHAT  GOOD  IS  IT  TO  JOIN  THE 
LEAGUE?  " 

Editor  L.  A.  W.   Bulletin  : 

A  young  wheelman  asked  me  that  the  other  day. 

"  Have  we  a  square  yard  of  good,  modern  road 
in  this  city  of  100,000  people  ?"  I  answered. 

"No."  ' 

"  Do  you  want  such  roads  here  ?  " 

"Yes." 

"Then  join  the  L.  A.  W.,  and  they  will  help  us 
get  it,  indirectly,  perhaps,  but  surely." 

As  an  illustration  of  what  the  League  does  to 
improve  roads  I  cited  my  own  experience.  Some 
three  months  ago,  when  riding  into  a  neighboring 
town  on  my  wheel,  I  was  thrown  by  a  defect  in 
the  road  while  going  down  a  hill,  and  back  pedal- 
ing vigorously.  The  defect  was  a  tremendous 
water  bar  running  across  the  road  diagonally. 

Besides  having  the  wind  knocked  completely  out 
of  me  my  machine  was  damaged  and  my  wrist 
sprained.  While  bathing  my  wrist  with  arnica  in 
a  drug  store,  the  druggist,  assuming  that  "  mis- 
ery loves  company,"  told  me  many  wheelmen  had 
been  thrown  there  and  that  one  or  two  had  sus- 
tained broken  bones.  Yet  the  selectmen  would 
not  fix  it,  as  a  "  four-wheeled  carriage  could  get 
over  it  safely."  That  set  me  thinking.  When 
selectmen  would  not  repair  defects  they  must  be 
made  to.  I  hunted  up  one  of  them  and  told  him 
of  my  accident.  He  seemed  to  consider  it  as  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  events,  and  had  "seen 
several  thrown  there,  one  injured  badly,  but  had 
never  had  any  one  claim  damages."  I  told  him  it 
was  time  it  was  fixed  and  that  I  should  claim 
■damages,  but  he  "  guessed  it  wouldn't  do  me  much 
good  ;  that  a  four-wheeled  wagon  could  get  over  it 
all  righ,t." 


Here  was  a  spot  that  for  five  years  or  more  had 
been  a  menace  to  wheelmen  and  had  injured 
several.  Upon  writing  the  evidence  to  the  League 
it  was  decided  that  an  indictment  should  be 
brought  against  the  town,  and  money  was  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose.  A  lawyer  was  retained, 
who  requested  one  of  the  selectmen  to  call.  This 
official  was  informed  that  unless  the  defect  was 
repaired  the  case  would  be  brought  before  the 
grand  jury  in  August,  with  purpose  of  indicting 
the  town  officers.  The  selectman  was  not  dis- 
posed to  do  anything,  but  evidently  thought 
of  it  later,  for  a  short  time  since  I  found  the  place 
nicely  repaired. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  accuse  those  town  officers 
of  any  malicious  intent  against  bicyclists.  They 
were  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  a  bicycle  is  just  as 
much  a  vehicle  as  a  "  four-wheeled  wagon."  Let 
the  campaign  of  education  go  on,  and  help  it  on 
by  joining  the  L.  A.  W.  A  man  who  won't  con- 
tribute a  dollar  a  year  toward  good  roads  deserves 
nothing  better  than  pavements  for  a  bicycle  way.

CYCLE  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

To  THE  Members  of   the   National  Board  of   Trade 

OF  Cycle  Manufacturers: 

Gentlemen, —  At  the  recent  conference  held  at  Asbury 
Park,  July  nth,  between  the  committee  representing  the 
League  of  American  Wheelmen  and  a  similar  committee, 
representing  the  Cycle  Board  of  Trade,  it  was  decided 
that  the  best  interests  of  cycle  racing  in  this  country, 
as  well  as  many  other  matters  of  mutual  interest,  demand  a 
close  affiliation  between  the  two  representative  bodies.  As 
a  result  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed: 

"  Whereas,  the  declared  objects  of  the  League  of  Ameri- 
can Wheelmen  as  expressed  by  its  constitution  and  of  the 
National  Board  of  Trade  of  Cycle  Manufacturers,  as  set 
forth  in  its  charter  and  by-laws,  are  such  as  to  encourage  the 
working  of  both  organizations  in  the  same  field,  and  in 
many  respects,  to  the  attainment  of  the  same  end. 

"  And  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  the  objects  of  said  Board 
of  Trade  as  expressed  in  said  charter  and  by  laws,  namely, 
to  promote  interest  in  cycling  and  to  reform  abuses,  and  the 
objects  of  said  League  in  ascertaining  and  protecting  the 
rights  of  wheelmen  and  encouraging  the  improvement  of 
public  roads,  and  in  promoting  and  regulating  cycle   racing; 


on  the  track,  can  best  be  secured  and  maintained  by  a  better 
concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  these  two  organizations. 

*'  Therefore  resolved  :  That  a  joint  conference  committee 
be  formed  to  consist  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
League  of  American  Wheelmen,  the  chairman  of  the  racing 
board  of  said  League,  the  highway  improvement  committee, 
the  transportation  committee,  and  another  person  to  be 
named  by  the  president  of  the  L.  A.  W.,  to  represent  the 
League  in  the  matter  of  stolen  bicycles,  upon  one  side,  and 
the  executive  committee  of  Cycle  Board  of  Trade  upon  the 
other  side,  for  the  purpose  of  and  with  power  and  authority 
to  arrange  for  and  carry  out  a  concurrent  action  of  these 
two  organizations  in  any  and  all  matters  in  which  the  League 
of  American  Wheelmen  and  the  National  Board  of  Trade  of 
Cycle  Manufacturers  have  a  mutual  interest,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  following  provisions  and  restrictions: 

"  ist.  That  in  all  proceedings  of  said  joint  conference  com- 
mittee, a  division  upon  any  question  may  be  demanded  by 
any  member  present,  and  when  such  division  is  demanded 
the  representatives  of  each  organization  shall  vote  as  a  unit, 
and  no  proposition  shall  be  adopted  or  assented  to  accept  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  these  two  units. 

"  2nd.  That  no  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  said  joint 
conference  committee,  which  shall  be  in  any  manner  con- 
trary to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  said  League,  or 
the  charter  and  by-laws  of  the  said  Board  of  Trade.  Sub- 
ject to  the  foregoing  restrictions  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
committee  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  better  prosecu 
tion  of  the  work  in  which  both  organizations  and  the  mem- 
bers thereof  are  interested  and  to  take  necessary  steps  to 
carry  the  same  into  effect ;  to  encourage  in  public  favor  the 
growth  of  cycling  as  a  sport ;  to  enlarge  the  membership  of 
said  League  and  to  strengthen  its  growth  ;  to  sustain  the 
said  League  in  its  proper  management  of  cycle  racing;  and 
to  discourage  dishonest  and  unfair  practices  among  riders  and 
trainers  and  the  employers  of  riders  and  trainers,  and  to 
enforce  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  for  the  punish- 
ment of  offenders. 

"  3rd.  To  devise  and  promulgate  a  plan  for  the  preven- 
tion, as  far  as  possible,  of  theft  of  bicycles,  also  a  plan  for 
the  recovery  of  stolen  cycles,  and  to  adopt  such  reasonable 
means  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  carrying  out  of 
such  plan. 

"  4th.  To  bring  about  a  substantial  co-operation  between 
said  League  and  the  said  Board  of  Trade  in  the  matter  of 
agitation  and  legislation  for  improved  roads  and  the  erection 
of  guide  boards  at  crossings  throughout  the  country,  in 
order  that  the  labor  and  expense  attending  such  work  may 
be  borne  in  fair  proportion  by  the  two  said  organizations. 

"  5tb.  To  consider  and  take  action  with  reference  to  such 
other  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  said  organizations  of 
either  of  them,  as  may  be  by  such  committee  of  conference 
deemed  proper  and  advisable. 

"  Further  resolved  :  That  said  committee  of  conference 
be  requested  to  report  such  proceedings,  as  may  be  had  by 
said  conference  committee  from  time  to  time,  to  the  execu- 
tive committees  of  the  League  of  American  Wheelmen  and 
of  the  National  Board  of  Trade  of  Cycle  Manufacturers." 

The  question  of  racing  was  taken  up  by  this  joint  com- 
mittee and  the  whole  racing  question  was  referred  to  the 
racing  committee  of  the  L.  A.  W.  and  the  racing  committee 
of  the  Cycle  Board  of  Trade,  which  committee  made  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

"To  the  joint  conference  committees  of  the  Cycle  Board 
of  Trade  and  League  of  American  Wheelmen. 

"  We,  your  sub-committee,  composed  of  the  racing  board, 
L.  A.  W.  and  the  racing  committee  of  the  Cycle  Board  of 
Trade  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

"  We  recommend  that  the  Cycle  Board  of  Trade  pass  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  which  endorses  the  action 
of  the  League  of  American  Wheelmen  in  its  control  of 
professional  bicycle  racing  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
*'  Whereas  the  Cycle  Board  of  Trade  is  firmly  of  the 
'■^bpinion  that  the  League  of  American  Wheelmen  should 
have  the  entire  and  exclusive  control  of  all  forms  of  cycle 
racing  in  the  United  States,  afid  desires  to  pledge, its  support 
to  that  body  in  such  control.     It  is  herel5^y 
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"  Resolved  that  this,  the  National  Board  of  Trade  of 
Cycle  Manufacturers  heartily  endorse  the  action  of  the 
League  of  American  Wheelmen  in  its  exclusive  manage- 
ment of  all  forms  of  cycle  racing,  and  will  co-operate  with 
the  governing  committee  of  the  League  of  American  Wheel- 
men to  enforce  such  rules  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  conducting  of  cycle  racing. 

"  We  also  recommend  that  this  joint  committee  composed 
of  the  racing  board  of  the  L.  A.  W.  and  the  racing  commit- 
tee of  the  Cycle  Board  of  Trade  be  continued  for  the  further 
consideration  of  cycle  racing  and  to  report  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January,  1896.

After  paying  $4,000  to  the 
treasurer,  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  office,  the  amounts 
paid  division,  and  the  subscriptions  for  the  L.  A.  W. 
Bulletin  and  Good  Roads,  he  has  on  hand  $14,723.08 
in  cash,  and  fixtures  valued  at  $200,  making  a  total  of 
$14,923.08.  Out  of  this  sum  of  $14,923.08  there  is  to  be 
paid  divisions  $11,482.27.  due  treasurer  on  card  case 
account  $201.70,  due  treasurer  on  uniform  account  $18.75, 
due  treasurer  on  veteran  bar  account  $30.25,  leaving  a 
balance  to  be  pnid  the  treasurer  of  $3,440.81. 

The  treasurer  received  from  Secretary  Bassett,  April 
27,  1895,  $3,000,  and  on  June  14,  1895,  $1,000;  and  he  alsd 
received  from  Chas,  H.  Luscomb,  May  13,  1895,  $216.12, 
making  a  total  of  $4,216.12.  He  paid  out  as  per  the  fol- 
lowing vouchers  up  to  July  I,  1895,  $1187643.  leaving  a

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  MISSOURI  DIVISION, 
L.  A.  W. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Missouri  Division,  L.  A.  W 
was  held  at  the  Opera  House,  in  Shelbina,  Mo.,  on  July  4, 
1895,  at  II  A.M.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chief 
Consul  Holm,  with  the  following  officers  present:  Chief 
Consul  Robert  Holm,  Vice  Consul  E.  P.  Moriarity,  Sec- 
Treas.  W.  M.  Butler,  Repiesentatives  Campbell  and  Robert, 
and  a  large  number  of  the  members. 

No  proxies  being  offered,  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
on  credentials  was  by  consent  waived. 

The  chief  consul  then  read  his  annual  report  (Exhibit  A), 
which  was  on  motion  duly  accepted.  ^      ' 

The  sec.-treas.  then  submitted  his  annual  financial  report 
(Exhibit  B)  which  was  on  motion  accepted. 
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In  connection  with  the  financial  report  was  submitted  the 
following  report  from  the  financial  committee  (Exhibit  C), 
which  was  on  motion  accepted. 

The  sec.  treas.  reported  a  roll  of  honor,  showing  the 
number  of  new  members  and  of  renewals  that  have  been  sent 
in  by  the  several  members  of  the  division,  between  April  i, 
1895  and  June  28,  1895,  which  was  on  motion  accepted. 

Mr.  Levi  Chubbuck,  the  chairman  of  the  highway  im- 
provement committee,  submitted  report,  which  was  on 
motion  accepted. 

Mr.  E.  N.  Sanders,  chairman  of  the  State  racing  com- 
mittee, submitted  report,  which  was  on  motion  accepted. 

Mr.  Jas.  R.  Bettis,  chairman  of  the  city  streets  committee 
(the  local  committee  for  St.  Louis),  submitted  report, 
which  was  on  motion  accepted. 

Mr.  Jas.  R.  Bettis,  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  division  board  of  officers  to  revise  the  constitution 
and  by-laws,  submitted  report  with  the  verbal  explanation 
that  the  only  changes  that  had  been  made  were  such  as 
were  needed  to  harmonize  our  laws  with  those  of  the 
national  body.     On  motion,  the  report  was  approved. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Gilbert,  chairman  of  the  touring  committee, 
then  submitted  his  annual  report.  On  motion,  the  report 
was  accepted. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Gilbert,  chairman  of  the  road  book  committee, 
then  submitted  the  following  report  (Exhibit  K),  which  was 
on  motion  approved. 

[Note  by  the  sec.-treas. :  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  whole 
matter  of  the  road  book  had  already  been  acted  on  by  the 
board  of  officers,  the  report  now  made  seems  incomplete, 
but  a  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  board  at  the  June 
meeting  (L.  A.  W.  Bulletin,  pp.  26  and  27  of  July  5)  will 
explain  matttrs  fully  and  show  what  has  been  done.] 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  then  pro- 
ceeded to  nominate  ofiicers  for  election  in  October-Novem- 
ber, 1895.     The  following  were  nominated: 

Chief  consul,  Robert  Holm  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  vice  con- 
sul, E.  P.  Moriarity  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  C.  W.  Hard- 
man  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.;  sec.-treas.,  William  M.  Butler  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.;  representatives-at  large :  M.  J.  Gilbert  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.;  H.  R.  Warren  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.; 
Jas.  R.  Bettis  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  D.  W.  Robert  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo. :  J.  W.  Thompson  of  Shelbina,  Mo. 

Chief  Consul  Holm  then  made  a  brief  speech  thanking 
the  division  for  his  renomination,  and  promising  to  do  his 
best  to  make  the  work  of  the  coming  year  even  more  suc- 
cessful than  that  of  the  past. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers  was  then  adopted. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Shelbina  Cycle  Club  and  also  to 
the  citizens  of  Shelbina  for  the  success  of  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  State  meet  was  then  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  and  the  sec.-treas.  was  instructed  to  transmit  same  to 
the  president  of  the  Shelbina  Cycle  Club. 

No  further  business  appearing  the  meeting  adjourned.

Report  of  Chief  Consul. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  : 

This  is  the  sixth  consecutive  time  that  I  have  the  distin- 
guished honor  of  addressing  you  as  your  chief  consul,  and  in 
looking  back  over  the  many  years  that  you  have  kept  me  in 
harness  I  feel  a  natural  pride  in  being  able  to  point  out  that 
with  one  exception,  1S94,  there  has  been  no  step  backward 
in  our  membership  nor  in  anything  else  pertaining  to 
division  affairs.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  your  board  of 
officers  last  December  we  saw  the  great  necessity  of  at  once 
laying  our  plans  to  insure  a  tremendous  growth  in  our  mem- 
bership this  year  as  well  as  publish  a  magnificent  road  book 
with  new  maps  and  other  information.  I  am  extremely 
happy  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  here  to-day  that  our  most 
sanguine  expectations  have  been  more  than  realized  and 
that  we  are  among  the  very  few  divisions  that  have  not  only 
gained  on  the  total  membership  last  April  but  that  we  have 
surpassed  the  high-water,  mark,  865,  in  our  membership  by 
over  fifty  names.  For  this  handsome  increase  you  are  in- 
debted to  the  hard  work  of  a  few  members,  and  let  us  hope 
that  after  you  have  heard  all  the  reports  read  that  you  will 


all  come  to  the  conclusion  that  you  cannot  render  this 
division  a  higher  service  than  by  adding  one  new  member 
each. 

Recruiting  Work.  Realizing  that  we  could  not  afford 
to  stand  still  we  planned  an  aggresive  recruiting  campaign, 
and  never  in  the  histoiy  of  the  division  have  we  carried  on 
this  work  more  economically  nor  with  better  results. 
Early  in  April  five  thousand  recruiting  pamphlets  were 
printed  and  plates  made  of  same  so  that  subsequent  editions 
can  be  gotten  out  when  needed  at  small  cost.  These  pamph- 
lets were  distributed  among  all  the  local  consuls  and  cycling 
agencies  and  personal  request  was  made  of  the  gentlemen 
in  the  trade  to  aid  in  the  work.  The  result  of  this  bread 
cast  upon  the  waters  is  that  the  number  of  new  applications 
received  is  far  ahead  of  any  previous  record.  In  my  own 
city  the  cycle  agents  have  done  nobly  and  I  am  sorry  not  to 
be  able  to  say  the  same  for  the  agents  in  our  western 
metropolis,  Kansas  City.  My  personal  experience  has 
proven  that  unless  personal  and  verbal  work  is  done  cir- 
culars will  accomplish  but  little.  All  of  the  larger  cities 
have  some  gathering  point  for  the  cyclists.  In  St.  Louis 
this  main  point  is  Forest  Park  where  I  have  put  in  many  a 
Sunday  morning  with  the  result  that  I  got  more  applications 
than  I  could  reasonably  take  care  of.  It  requires  but  little 
argument  to  convince  the  riders  of  the  immense  benefits 
accruing  to  members  after  you  have  shown  them  a  copy  of 
the  "Bulletin,"  road  book,  maps,  and  the  work  we  are 
doing  to  better  the  condition  of  our  streets  and  roads.  With 
the  active  co-operation  of  the  gentlemen  in  the  trade  and 
efficient  workers  in  the  parks  and  other  public  places,  we 
come  in  contact  with  almost  all  the  new  riders  and  can 
easily  double  our  present  figures  with  but  little  exertion. 
Another  very  irnportant  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  ..and 
that  is  that  the  riding  life  of  the  average  cycler  who  has 
become  a  League  member  is  fully  three  times  as  long  as  one 
who  is  not  a  member.  Politically  we  cannot  overlook  the 
fact  that  in  union  there  is  strength  and  if  we  want  better 
roads  we  must  remember  that  the  average  politican  is  more 
afraid  of  twenty  organized  men  than  he  is  of  five  hundred 
who  are  not  members  of  an  organization.  While  the  League 
membership  at  large  is  not  as  great  as  what  it  was  two  years 
ago  it  is  growing  at  an  unprecedent  pace  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  will  be  stronger  than  ever.  Never  before  in  my 
ten  years'  experience  on  the  wheel  have  the  countless  thou- 
sands who  have  taken  to  the  sport  this  year  been  even  dreamed 
of.  Go  where  you  will,  in  almost  every  small  hamlet  in  this 
large  State  you  will  not  only  find  wheelmen  but  also  a  repair 
shop.  Why  are  they  not  all  enrolled  under  our  banner? 
For  the  simple  reason  that  too  little  attention  is  paid  to 
getting  new  members  by  the  membership  at  large,  and  if 
you  would  only  consider  that  if  each  one  of  you  would  only 
get  in  one  new  member  our  present  membership  would  be 
nearer  three  thousand  than  one  thousand. 

Renewals.  Nearly  eighty  per  cent,  of  our  membership  re- 
newed in  '93,  only  about  fifty  per  cent,  in  '94,  and  this  year 
we  have  secured  about  seventy-three  per  cent,  of  last  year's 
membership.  In  this  branch  of  our  work  economy  has  also 
been  practiced  and  the  renewals  were  secured  at  about  a  cost 
of  ten  cents  per  man.  The  stoppage  of  the  "  Bulletin  "  to 
all  members  except  those  who  renewed  promptly  has  had 
something  to  do  with  it.  Our  able  secretary  has  the  figures 
at  hand  to  show  exactly  how  we  stand.  A  circular  was  first 
sent  out  on  May  i.  This  was  followed  by  a  second  call  on 
a  postal  card.  Finally  your  secretary  and  myself  addressed 
a  personal  letter  to  each  delinquent  and  enclosed  with  same 
a  stamped-addressed  envelope,  with  good  results.  This  was 
followed  by  another  circular  last  week.  On  top  of  these 
letters  were  written  to  every  local  consul  urging  him  to  aid 
in  the  work,  and  personal  calls  were  inade  on  the  members 
residing  in  the  larger  cities. 

Finances.  Our  running  expenses  have  been  very  light 
this  year  and  if  we  except  the  travelling  expenses  of  our 
delegate  to  the  national  assembly  they  will  not  have  been 
over  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  entire  year,  including 
salaries.  We  began  publishing  the  new  road  book  with  less 
than  fifty  dollars  in  the  treasury  and  now  already  have 
accumulated  enough  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  entire  work  and 
have  a  handsome  balance  besides. 
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Our  treasurer  has  a  detailed  statement  with'him  and  if  any- 
tliing  is  not  plain  we  invite  remarks. 

Highway  Improvement.  This  branch  of  our  work  has 
been  ably  looked  after  by  Mr.  Levi  Chubbuck,  the  efficient 
chairman  of  our  State  committee,  and  in  his  conprehensive 
report  he  will  give  you  the  details  of  the  year's  work. 

In  conclusion.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  national  organization  has  this  year  exceptionally 
honored  us  by  apportioning  to  Missouri  a  member  of  the 
racing  board,  Mr.  D.  W.  Robert  of  St.  Louis,  and  a  member 
of  the  national  highway  improvement  committee,  Mr.  Levi 
Chubbuck  of  Kidder.  President  Willison  made  these 
appointments  on  the  strength  of  our  pledge  that  every  one 
of  our  members  would  stand  up  for  Missouri  and  make  her 
the  largest  division  west  of  the  Mississippi.  Allow  me 
again  to  urge  that  when  you  make  your  nominations  for 
olificers  to  serve  during  the  ensuing  year  that  you  carefully 
note  from  the  secretary's  report  who  the  hustlers  are  and 
place  only  such  in  nomination  who  have  done  good  work  in 
this  direction.  I  desire  to  express  my  deep  obligation  to 
Secretary  Butler,  to  Representatives  Bettis  and  Gilbert,  to 
Chairman  Sanders  and  all  others  who  have  so  nobly  aided 
in  building  up  our  grand  division,  and  say  that  to  their  un- 
tiring devotion  to  the  onerous  work  of  their  offices  has  our 
growth  in  new  members  been  largely  due.

I  estimated  that  the  book 
would  make  about  two  hundred  and  thirty  to  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pages ;  conseauently,  the  book  is  about  ready.  I 
hope  to  have  it  bound,  on  the  market,  and  delivered  to  League 
members  by  the  15th  or  possibly  before  that  time.  Both  of 
the  parties  who  are  getting  up  maps  state  that  they  will 
have  them  ready  on  time.  I  saw  a  large  proof  of  the  St. 
Charles  and  Jefferson  counties'  map,  and  it  seems  to  me  to 
be  very  fine;  am  promised  the  first  proof  on  the  Kansas 
City  road  and  district  map  within  a  day  or  two.  As  the 
gentleman  who  is  getting  up  this  latter  map  has  heretofore  pub- 
lished our  maps  and  done  them  very  well,  I  have  no  hesitancy 
in  saying  that  the  new  Kansas  City  road  and  district  map 
will  be  the  finest  we  have  ever  issued.  It  will  cover  about  ten 
or  twelve  counties,  and  show  only  the  roads,  postoffices, 
railroads  and  other  points  which  are  of  interest  to  wheel- 
men, and  not  have  so  many  lines  on  as  to  confuse  them.

TO  TAX  WHEELS   IN  'FRISCO. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  has  been  considering  the  feasibility  of  taxing 
bicycles.  Many  of  the  members  are  in  favor  of 
the  measure,  but  dare  not  say  so  openly  because 
the  wheelmen  are  a  powerful  voting  faction.  One 
who  is  most  outspoken  in  the  advocacy  gives  the 
following  novel  reason  for  his  position:  "The 
fact  of  the  matter  is,"  said  he,  "that  the  bicycle 
is  superseding  the  horse  to  such  an  extent  that  a 
number  of  industries  wliich  have  heretofore 
supported  thousands  of  people  are  practically 
ruined.  These  are  livery  stables,  hay  and  feed 
farms  and  their  agents,  the  blacksmith,  the  horse- 
shoer  and  the  carriage  and  wagon  maker.  I  am 
told  that  fifteen  thousand  men  and  women  in  San 
Francisco  are  riding  wheels.  Now,  the  effect  of 
this  is  to  destroy  many  thousands  of  dollars'  worth 
of  taxable  property,  and  I  should  say  that  the 
wheelmen  ought  to  have  no  scruple  against  paying 
a  fair  license  for  use  of  the  streets.  Of  course,  I 
am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  the  license  should 
be  one  or  two  dollars,  or  even  a  greater  sum,  per 
year." 

Those  men  content  with  roads  ill-kept  and  vile, 
Should  all  be  changed  to  horses  for  awhile. 


THE  STATUS  OP  THE  BICYCLE. 

Judge  Gunster,  of  Lackawanna  county,  has 
defined  in  an  elaborate  opinion  the  legal  status  of 
the  bicycle  in  Pennsylvania.  This  opinion  estab- 
lishes the  fact  that  the  bicycle  is  a  vehicle  and  has 
the  same  right  on  the  highway  as  other  vehicles. 
Its  proper  place  is  upon  the  street  or  driveway  and 
not  on  the  sidewallc.  If  a  bicycle  traveler  has 
occasion  to  stop  on  the  way  he  may  leave  his 
vehicle  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time  on  the  side 
of  the  highway  or  street,  placed  in  a  proper  man- 
ner so  as  not  imduly  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
others  while  he  is  calling  at  the  residence  or  place 
of  business  of  an  abutting  owner  or  occupant,  and 
the  person  who  negligently  injures  a  vehicle  so 
left  is  liable  for  the  full  amount  of  the  damages 
caused  by  his  negligence. 

This  is  rational  law,  and  when  understood  by 
the  drivers  of  horses  will  relieve  bicycle  riders  of 
much  annoyance.  The  average  driver  considers 
the  bicyclist  as  an  intruder  and  a  nuisance,  having 
no  rights  to  the  road  and  no  title  to  consideration. 
Many  of  them,  so  far  from  trying  to  avoid  collision 
with  a  bicycle  resting  by  the  curb,  will  go  out  of 
their  way  to  smash  it.  When  they  understand 
that  fun  of  this  character  means  tlie  price  of  a  new 
bicycle  out  of  their  own  pockets  they  will  take  a 
little  pains  to  drive  around  and  not  over  a  resting 
bicycle.  The  bicycle  men  and  the  horsemen  have 
exactly  the  same  rights  on  the  street,  and  each 
must  exercise  those  rights  so  as  not  to  interfere  vsrith 
the  other's. 

Pittsburg  city  councils  recognize  bicycles  so 
far  as  to  levy  a  tax  of  50  cents  on  every  bicycle 
owned  by  a  person  over  14  years  of  age.  We 
have  no  explanation  why  bicycles  are  singled  out 
from  all  other  vehicles  for  taxation.  It  looks  as 
though  the  tax  might  be  evaded  by  anyone  desir- 
ing to  do  so,  donating  his  wheel  to  some  one 
under  14  while  retaining  to  himself  the  right  to 
use  it.  We  should  suppose  that  such  a  tax  would 
cause  more  trouble  and  annoyance  than  revenue. 
We  hope  that  it  will  not  become  general,  but  that 
the  bicycle,  not  less  than  the  printing  press,  shall 
be  free,  any  person  being  privileged  to  own  and 
ride  one,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that 
liberty.  ■ — Philadelphia  Press. 


Stevens  Point,  Wis.,  comes  to  the  front  with 
the  latest  adaptation  of  the  bicycle  for  pleasure 
purposes.  The  innovation  is  a  merry-go-round  or 
carroussel,  with  bicycles  instead  of  the  old  wooden 
horses.  Twenty-six  machines  are  used,  coupled 
in  pairs,  the  cushion-tired  variety  of  bicycle  hav- 
ing been  adopted.  The  bicycles  run  on  a  track 
forty  feet  in  diameter.  The  motive  power  is  sup- 
plied by  the  regulation  crank  with  the  strong  arm 
concomitant  for  the  first  few  moments,  in  order 
to  start  the  riders. .  After  that  they  propel  them- 
selves.
